Colouial Fiuaiices. 

The proaent situation of our Govern- 
ment is that of a man who has fallen 
over a precipice, and who, while Bboot- 
ing dowDWord with fearful velocity 
towards certain destruction, endeavors 
to break his faU by olntohirg convnl- 
Bively at the twigs and . sbrubs that 
blotho the rocky face.dif the olifiF. The 
instinct of Bolf-preeiorvation is qnite 
as strong in governments as in indi- 
viduald. Drowning men have been 
known to catch at, ptraws, and gov- 
ernmonts are notorious the world over, 
when reduced to the last extremity, 
for iropoBinfJC grievous burdens upon 
the people in the vain hope that by 
80 doing thoy irny avert impends 
ing dlBustor. Wo do not say that 
the Government of this Colony is 
about to load us with a heavier weight 
of taxation than wo have yet been 
called npon to bear, simply bocausoit 
has not iho power to do so; but it is 
engaged in quite as improper a 
businees. It. is trying to conceal the 
true state of afl'aira from tbo Ilorao 
Government — to cover over tho roaults 
of mismanagcnioni and imbecility — 
by attempting to show that its affairs 
are in a perfectly solvent slalo, at a 
time wben it is borrowing money in 
London at twelve percent to pay tho 
interest accruing on a loan obtained 
at six per cent ; at a timo, ton, whon 
it is 80 deeply indebted to the local 
branches of two Engiish Banks that 
it dare not deposit its meagro funds 
with either. Except it bo from an inN 
Btinct of self-preservation, why Gov- 
ernor Seymour and his advisers are 
thus attempting to avert a calamity that 
must ipovitably ovortako thom, wo are 
at a loss to understand. Thoy cannot 
hope for an increased revenue except 
through a conflidornblo accssaion to 
the population of tho Colony; and 
what prospect is there ofuny such ac- 
cession, at least for tho noxt twelve 
months? Public credit is at an end. 
public eervants are unpaid, public im- 
provomonis are stopped, and tho very 
wheels of Government ■^ ill soon cease to 
revolve for want of money. Tho fact 
is, nothing short of a rairaolo or 
the Homo Govornmont can save our 
Government from bnnkrnptcy — hopo- 
lesB, len-conts-on-the. dollar bank-< 
rnptcy. And Governmental bank- 
ruptcy is .ifteaUy the best thing 
that couid.befal the oonntry. Ic would 
force tho Heine Government to subotiw 
tute a moro economioal form of Gov- 
ernment ; to guarantee tbo payment 
of.ou^,debt, and to speedily join as 
to the „OoDfed'eraoy on the Eastern 
BidilSlF'th'o Bocky Mountains. Onco 
let our bills be dishonored in the Lon- 
don market, and the scales will drop 
from the eyes of tho English pooplo; 
• tbo Idea; that has obtained too long 
at the Colonial OfSoe that we are roll- 
ing in wealth and abundantly able to 
pay a portion of the National debt of 
Great Br tain, would ba dissipated. 
Disagrooablo as tho task may 
bo, the Homo Govornraent should 
bo told in unntistakoablo lan- 
guage that tho Colony is rush- 
ing into debt at the rate of §350,000 
per annum; and that, so far from its 
boing ablo to redeem its bonds, it ie 
really unable to pay the interest npon 
thom. . ■>'i''^

paintings and statuary. The outer rings are 
oooh devoted to soma grand departinaut ol 
maQufaotore, and the Dations are bo arranged 
in i^cgments proportionate to tbe quaotiiy of 
tt^uir Boods that the traovereo strauts diviilo 
ihein from each other. Thus a visitor iaier- 
eKtod in eilk, wooliiu and coltou fabrioa has 
but to keep one circulur route coiitimioujij 
to poas in on'er tho wares in that speciiililj 
of every exiaiing nation. Without tbo grout- 
eat circle of thern all, nest to tho paik, the 
restaarant of each nation liet<, its food eon- 
fined to tbo diabes and iti liquors lo those 
beveraj^oa which are current at homo ; n hilo 
tho largo park eneoniiin^oinjj iho whole, is 
taken up with the characttrialie buildinya ol 
pariii;ular laods, and experimental struuiure^ 
appertaiaiog to tbe arts, eoiencoii and atru^je- 
mould; tbe borders oi the Champ do Mar^. 
on tbe extreme outer rectangle are lined 
with large warehouses where great pieces ol 
machinery are exposed, and tho gatea or

You must consider, before you look down 
from tbia hill o( tbe Trnctidoro upon Iho Kx- 
hibition, that it is meant to be a complete 
epitome of the world, porformin;;; within its 
grounds ail the functions of ull races — sleep- 
ing only excepted. The steam that drive:' 
the engines, the folly that relievos toil, tho 
drinking, eating and worshiping ol every 
species of man must ba made and ware- 
houaod here. You see out of tho iuQnilc 
number of towers and rcofa that at Grat eon- 
luacs vou, a broad vestibale wiie as lifiadwny 
and 800 feet long opening sttaiKlit Irom the 
bridi^o of Jena to the Palace. Tbia is cano- 
pied with green vellum spanalod with golden 
beea, tho emblem of tho Bonaparte?, and 
every foot of it eurmouotod wiih thofiig ol 
an indepecdont nation. Flowora and BtiifJCn 
line it on aither side; the imperial stnndards 
of tricolors, banderolles and orifiammes are 
Qunu; Irom two great gonfaloo musts at the 
portal, on the roof of the Palace climbing 
through the sky as il the timed cloada had 
dascended to wreath it, all tho colors of each 
nation wave and in the ont^lo between the 
long vestibule and the deep carve ol tbo 
Palace, tho broad white ernaioo, bright with 
bees Mtretched apoa tbe seoptro and cross, 
denotes tho pavilion of tho Emporor, The 
buildings in the Park are capped with fanci- 
ful Digs iodicalive of their purposes • yonder 
you see the crescent of the Turk doiniiKUing 
hi« mosque, and the crocheted pagrdas toll 
of Thibet and ihe land of tea ; tho Ir'nvniug, 
sepulchral portal of lha E^jyptiari adjoin tho 
more intellectual efljgien of the Asaynua lion 
whore lie Buc ing their pipes the purackin- 
ed Peraiaaa ; high over all a lighih;mse 
pierces the sky and tho tvvinklo o/ water

The 
street bct,ide them is filled with a stream ol 
vehicK'H, all of which pa-^s the bridge and 
divide on tliu other bank into Hiiiiilar I'oludiris 
llio inOHt niiniernu;! and ploluiian of which is 
composed ol viaiiors wlio will (.'liter Iho pal- 
BC.o hy a side gate, paying four dollura in 
gold a head, while tho other rcprtiaeijia tbe 
dignitaries of fcitate and tbe groat Ambassa- 
dors, with tbe legislative bodies, who arc to 
meet the Emperor and do dim homage, in 
other words, to pay their ref.[)ecta as ho coinen 
in some state to open the hIiow. Now you 
HOC, in a gruat luiiibnring slage coach, 
fringed ull around wilh reil, ihc fjii^hsli 
Marquis of Townsbond come up, lootmau in 
powdtrcd hair and padded calves oliaglof; 
behind ; now, in a plain barouoho, very fee- 
ble looking under Ilia b^ack wig, ttio vener- 
abln Ro.sHini ridea ; again, Iho biMUiilnl 
dnughlora <il Peck with dash up in u baroueho 
and two gray Senators lollo'.v, talking poll 
tica tdgoiher. Here is Utriyer, tho lion ol 
MarseilleSi in talk wilh Tuiers, the hiatorian, 
who is spaolaeled sod piaobed ol laeo ; .M 
de Girardin and wife come after, equal in in- 
tellect, nnd ho is tho first Jniirnaliat of E'l- 
rope.a fidgety figure, obaiiniiic in the should- 
ers ; now tho (Juuntess o( Jersey succeeda, 
vary bflautifnl, . her ouiridora scattering 
things as l|iiBy wheel the curb; and in the 
oarriage of Priooa Napoleon— who ii nut 
present, .bsiDK disgusted witn hia cnindn and 
all his cousin's jobs — ^tho siill sp rkling face 
ol Ueorge Sand llaahes by, careful an a ;,'irl 
in her rittiro, and only a tfirend or two of gray 
to lino her luxuriant Ireaach ; lha carelerf'i 
youog man io the barouche, ulinnat a hoy in 
dress and beard is Gustave Dure, the Ibio- 
most genius of our time; bnhmd rolls in 
siato pondurosliy Ihe Diuihesado Morny, li ilf 
sister by marriage to tho Emporor— a Demi" 
doll ol Russia, slondor and lair, and jouiig, 
und a widow ol the boat husinoHa gambler in 
I'Vanoo ; to her alternates Couture, Ihe 
piinier of tbe Koman dcoadamei, come from 
his reliromont to oee bis students' oauvuBaea;

the pianist, drifts by like u nigbtniare, aud 
Jules Janin, the critic, oily and luzy, nntici- 
pates the thin, iiigh, bloodlesg lace of Allonea 
do Lamartine. When these have gone, with 
other hundreds, all known for birih, genius 
or pocket, we hear a feeble cry of Vive I'Em' 
penur, and oomiog down lha right bank of 
the river, through the Tuilleries gardens, 
under the Fiiaft of Luxor, which marks iho 
site of the guilloiino, three coaches are seen 
with guldon-lacod outsiders and a equad of 
helmetcd ofTicers Iroiu lha Canto Garde gilr 
loping arouud them.

spheres, wuliziug eccentrically lo the music 
of Era Diavolo; an icteriialional theatre, 
where at niteriiato hniii-s, a troupe of every 
known nation, Irom Fetisli dancers lo npgro 
miiifltrela make liilarily ; a lake of clear 
water filled wilh thOjtrout of Fonlainbleau 
that Bonaparte used to feed, a tropical 
o([iiarium whora yon can see a weak copy of 
Hngo'a Uevil l^'inb cutching spidhra and min 
iiowH as a lady's fan catoliiia licurt!' ; a Gothic 
cathedral brown as it wilh nee und pompou' 
with masses from noon till dark ; chalets of 
itio Swiss siicli aa grow o;i Alpine tops, wiih 
rcul chamois grazing on tiieir miniaturo 
prncipioes; Swedish and Russian shops and 
liula groto.squely carved, where oaodles are 
sold as food nnU tho reindeer's horned branch 
from the gables ; a mock harem inhabited by 
real Georgian girls, not prepossessing ennugli 
to keep close to their country and many 
Chinese pagodog ot porcelain, where Confu- 
cius looks contempt at tbe outside barbarian;; 
Japanese boasebolds, witb two of their 
couatryworaen nnd u pair of Itllo footed 
wives or giass widows from China, eniiling 
like a couple ol almooda with double kernels 
in them ; straiipo houses for rate lamps and 
ougines ; corikin^' furnaces that mako such 
di.ilies as wouhi turn a Christian Etoraacb 
though il bad forty coats . innumerable pa» 
villtoca of rustic paiterns, sealed by ki'sing 
flowers with th'rsiy cups; kiufquea and or- 
cfinstral stations, which blow muNic and tho 
tinkle ol bells on every quivering sunbeam; 
tents such as aro spruad by Iho Arabs 
when thoy opou tho Thousand and Gun

1 viii ige 
of old iVlllI.^ll,^l Vailant, tho grandson of a 
shnoinakpr, who ia replete Willi decorotioos, 
but dwarfed boHidi! lie; stature of UrtUSStnaO, 
the Prelect ol tho S ino and tho Emperor's 
strotigeii! reliance. With theso nnd others 
ar<! Hieitri, Iho Prefect of Polico, tho Fonclio 
ol tho tiiiiD, a uhrnwd dolcotive, and Duruy, 
the E locational caterer, who was promoted 
to a IJiiri au Ih'cauao ba wrote a Mapo< 
li)o;:ic .Sfliool History.

By day the garden 
is a green convalese nso ofler the cramped 
splendor of tbo Exhibition, wnt n ihe tints of a 
Continental d&y mock the painted glasses cf 
the B ibel iiitori t : hero stroll the little gir'», 
half-way over womanhood, tha soft ligh a 
fading from their faces tho ruddyness if 
thoughtful and dawnitig atnhilions making 
deeper tints, while the great English dunies 
stagger do.vn tho walks in the buefincss ef 
their middle Sga, aad florid ladies nf Ger- 
many, all of one fervid flax, rise up in tho 
pernpeclivo like somo metaniorphosed field 
ot overripe gram. Midst tliusn yon see the 
American girl, deltca loly eyed, speaking 
heart, and thought, and purity in evctry 
moieit step, light ot fool and aliy of presence 
the nnblcrt and least imitable contrinuiion the 
world has given; ALoigbl, when tho bam'> 
m -rs aro quiet within the broad palace, and 
in tho grassej tho tapers glisten aa if ihcy 
wero burning drops ot dew, and gayetioa of 
the garden start into life, onu in the ca/es 
chataat tbe globes of light fall upon beauti- 
ful aiogei^, twirliog tho tambonrino, or The* 
reaa, merry as a drunken washerwoman, 
satirizing the lime, and beautiful (Jora Pearl, 
come out of sin to art, with tba stnina lost in 
tho sad splendor of her eyo.5.
